Che Maiden City. 


When I was in Derry the other evening, 
writes a correspondent, Í was reminded of 
London for a few moments while crossing 
the bridge over the Foyle. The river at 
night was not unlike the Thames, the 
main difference being that the lights ‘n 
Derry rose in terraces, both on the 
Donegal side and the ' Waterside,’’ since 
the modern city is built on hills. This 

. resemblance, together with the fact that 
several London companies acquired land 
around Derry, may have prompted the 
Royal Charter of James I. which gave the 
town the right to be styled the “ City of 
Londonderry.” Derry means simply 
‘“ oak,”’ but the longer word signifies ‘‘ the 
strong fortress by the oak-wood.”’ 


Hilly Streets. 


I do not know any better test of pro- 
ficiency in “ hiking ” than a tour on 
foot through Derry. As a weight- 
reducing exercise, a walk to the top of 
Shipquay street two or three times a day 
could hardly be surpassed. In the days 
of James I. Derry was the principal town 
of the North, but it was primarily in- 
tended as a fortress, and could never, in 
an industrial age, have attained to the 
importance which was afterwards acquire] 
by Belfast. Nevertheless, the traveller 
who does not mind a good deal of climb-

The rest of the shop was taken ap 
with a machine, the cutting-out table, and 
a rack for finished and mnartly-finished 
work, a minimum space being left in the 
centre of the floor as a fitting-room. The 
tailor himself, a venerable old man with 
long grey beard, jotted down measure- 
ments in figures only he could read; but 
he evidently knew his business thoroughly.

his hands, but at the excellence with 
which it was done. I saw several

At a busy hour in the afternoon, when 
the Dublin street was crowded and the 
worries of life seemed to lie heavily upon 
many of the rs, I saw one of those 
episodes that do so much to brighten the 
dullest day. On the edge of the pavement 
two men were standing waiting for an 
opportunity to cross the road with a great 
roll of brown oilcloth that towered above 
their heads as they stood there. It may 
have been the sight of the moving camera- 
man on the other side of the street that 
put the grand idea into the head of one 
of those men, but while I waited for my 
tram I saw an expression of almost 
incredulous delight spread over his face. 
Immediately he nudged his companion, 
and then bent forward with one eye close 
to the roll of linoleum, while his right 
hand turned busily an imaginary handle. 
Being behind the stenes, as it were, 
could enjoy the. little drama to the full, 
and in my heart I applauded the shabby 
man for his sense of fun. The people 
who approached wore the self-conscious 
look that has become so familiar in 
Dublin since the advent of those cameras, 
but their expressions, when they saw the 
roll of linoleum and the face of the 
operator, were too funny for words. 


Che Use of Bent.

I heard great sympathy expressed re- 
cently with an old country woman who 
had been had up for pulling bent (the 
coarse grass which grows on sand-dunes). 
She took it, I was told, for bedding for 
animals, and my informant was greatly 
incensed at what he termed the injustice 
of restraining an old woman—one of the 
poorest—from taking away anything so 
valueless. But he is quite wrong. Bent 
It holds the sand 
together, making barriers against the 
wind, and thus forming firm ground where 
before wer? only shifting sand-hills. In 
some parts, where the sand is continually 
blown inland, houses on the seashore are 
becoming obliterated. Horn Head, in 
Donegal, is, I believe, a case in point, and 
in some places bent is actually being 
planted in an endeavour to keep the sand 
in check. 


Rimbaud. 


I am interested to see that a new trans- 
lation of some selections from the work of 
Arthur Rimbaud has appeared, or is about 
to appear shortly. Rimbaud, who lived 
about the middle of last century, was an 
extraordinary person. The early part of 
his life was notable for his friendship with 
Paul Verlaine, which, from the material 
point of view, was rather an unfortunate 
thing all round for Verlaine. Subse- 
quently Rimbaud became infatuated with 
the East, Near and Far, and led a strange, 
roving life throughout the Aegean, Africa 
and Asia. Eventually he came back to 
Marseilles to die. I do not profess to 
understand his poetry—or what I have 
seen of it—but the central idea of his life 
apparently was to become completely free 
of “ professional ” poetry and the poetic 
cliques and to find his expression among 
the simplest forms of human effort. How 
complex elemental things are the average 
thew will find when he comes to tackle 

imbaud’s poems. 


Fewer ‘Pedlars. 


Owing to the economic depression, I am 
doing business 
in rural areas. Many of the Oriental 
gentlemen who formerly toured the 
country with suitcases filled with goods 
which, they alleged, they brought all the 
way from.the East, have apparently given 
up both hiking and hawking.

Scott and Whaley. who head this week's 
bill at the Theatre Royal, are comedians in 
the direct line of descent from our old friends 
the nigger minstrels. True, the banjo has 
gone the way of ‘ penny-farthing - bicycles 
and ladies’ tresses, and it has taken those 
eccentric dress suits which used to be the 
uniform of the minstrel troupe along with it;

At a recent: meeting oí the Thames Con. 
servancy Board in London, presided over by 
Lord Desborough, it was reported that a 
well-preserved human skul] and other bones 
had been discovered in the bed of the river 
during dredging operations below Hampton 
Court Bridge, at a depth of 15 feet below 
ground level. 

Professor G. Elliot Smith, of University 
College, had reported that, in his opinion, 
the skull and a leg bone were those of a 
man about 25 years old, of the late Bronze 
Age, and were about 2,500 years old. | 

A letter from the Secretary of the London 
and Middlesex Archmwological Society

CIVIL SERVICE

APPEAL TO DUBLIN 
ROTARY CLUB.

R. T. J. HUGHES, Secretary to the 
Civil Service Federation, was the 
rincipal speaker at the meeting of 
the Dublin Ro lub in et eee 
esterday, his subject being “ Civil Servants 
ay.” The Rev. Dr. nna, President, 
occupied the chair. 
There were, said Mr. Hughes, 23,000 civil 
servants in the Free State, and half that 
number were employed in the Post Office. 
The responsibility for the number of civil 
servants CEN | primarily upon the number 
of State services which the country through 
its Government wished to have. This country 
had one of the most highly developed civil 
services in the world, and had State services 
on a scale similar to that in Great Britain. 
The total cost of the Saorstat Civil Service, 
ineludin industrial staffs, was nearly 
4,000,000. 


* If the pay of civil servants were increased 
as the wages of workers in the building trade, 
bakery, printing, etc., had been increased 
as compared with pre-war rates, Civil Service 
employés, he said, would have an increase on 
basic pay of 150 per cent. As it was, those 
civil servants whose pay on a pre-war basis 
did not exceed 35s. per week were granted 
65 per cent. increase; officers with basic pay 
of £200 per year were given only 45 per 
cent., while basic pay of £400 a year brought 
only 34 per cent. increase; and so on, the 
compensations for the decreased purchasing 
power of we dwindling. as “the basic 
salaries increased. 


BONUS “ CUTS.” 


Although, as he had said, the cost of the 
Civil Service was in the neighbourhood of 
£4,000,000, a great part of that sum was of 
no more concern to the taxpayer than the 
cost of the wages and salaries of the em- 
ployés in any business concern. The Post 
Office accounted for over one-third of the 
total cost of the Civil Service, and, as there 
was now no deficit on the working of the 
Post Office, the salaries of Post Office officials 
were no charge upon the taxpayer. 

Very big savings had been effected in 
recent years in the cost of the Civil Service 
as regards pay to servants, the most im- 
portant factor being the operation of the 
bonus system. If, as anticipated, there was 
to be a further fall of twenty-sixtieths next 
January from the amount of bonus payable 
when the bonus agreement was made in 1920, 
the saving over a year would amount to about 
£160,000. 

Some idea of the savings effected with the 
Civil Service since the cost of living was at 
its peak in 1921 might be guaged when it was 
remembered that the rate of bonus then pay- 
able had fallen by 60 per cent. It had been 
officially admitted that under the bonus 
system civil servants had made a greater con- 
tribution to national economy than any other 
section of the community. 


‘SUPPORT ASKED. 
The purchasing power of all civil servants’ 
salaries in excess of 35s. a week, on a pre- 
war basis, was to-day below that in 1914. 
Having regard to reduced pay, increased 
responsibilities and additional hours of duty, 
the standard pay for work in the Saorstat 
Civil Service had fallen considerably below 
British Civil Service standards. In view of 
that fact it was regrettable that the question 
of imposing additional reductions should be 
raised in advance of the official inquiries | 
that were being set on foot. 
About 65 per cent. of the civil servants 
received only £3 per week or less, nearly 80 
ner cent. not more than £4 a week. and over 
90 per cent. not more than £400 a vear. 
About 5 per cent. receive more than £500 a 
year; and officers with over £1,000 a year 
were a fraction of one per cent. 
‘ Civil servants,’’ said Mr. Hughes. in con- 
clusion, ‘feel entitled to ask Rotarians for 
synipathy and support in carrying out their 
important work for the State, which requires 
the best that can be given, particularly in 
the higher offices Rotary’s hich ideals of 
service are not let down in the Civil Service, 
which is true to historic traditions of efficiency, 
probity and impartiality, not excelled in any 
ot‘er State service in the world.” 
Mr. T. R. Sparks said that civil servants 
had had a great advantage over other em- 
ployés, inasmuch as that they had constant 
employment, and a pension when they re- 
tired, 
Mr. FE. Keith Eason said that pay and 
pension should be taken into account. There 
was, he added. far too much ' recording as 
compared with production and sales. Busi- 
ness was handicapped by undue recording. 
The President thanked Mr. Hughes for his 


informative talk.

There was a large audience in the Gate 
Theatre, Dublin, last night, when a recital 
was given by Miss Aingelda Grattan Esmonde 
(soprano), Miss Ciwendoline Parke (piano- 
forte), and Miss Mary Murphy (violoncello). 
Miss Murphy, who has toured in England and 
Scotland, and has an increasing reputation as 
a soloist and chamber musician, was making 
her first appearance in Dublin. 

The greater part of last night’s programme 
was provided by Miss Grattan Esmonde, a 
former pupil of Dr. Arnold Smith, London, 
who sang a group of eight songs by Brahms, 
Hugo Wolf, Richard Strauss, H Duparc, 
Debussy, Armstrong Gibbs, and Parry, in 
addition to a hitherto unpublished song, 
Le Sphinx’’ (by the Marchiontss Mac- 
Swiney of Mashanaglass), and an encore 
number. Miss Grattan Ksmonde’s singing of

“KAMERADSCHAFT” AT 
THE GRAFTON. 
——s É 
“ Kameradschaft,” which 1s being shown 
at the Graíton Cinema, is not an entertain- 
ment in the ordinary sense; it is a serious 
piece of anti-war p a, consciously 
undertaken. The story is a very simple one. 
A French mine goes on fire, and 
miners from just across the border come and 
help in the rescue work. That is all, but it 
is in the treatment of the story that Pabst 
shows himself the great artist, and he has 
produced a film that stands head and 
race“ above the romances and thrills of 
If the picture has a fault at all, it m 
be that it leans too much towards the side 
of sentiment. Many of the best German films 
do this, just as many of the best French 
productions show a kind of hardness, almost 
of cynicism, in their treatment. But that ts 
a thought which only oceurs to one after- 
wards; while the film is being shown one 
can do nothing but allow the producer to 
play on the feelings as he will. Bat 
This quality of gripping the attention in- 
flexibly from start to finish Bi vera g the 
outstanding feature in ‘‘ Kameradschaft.’’ It 
is hardly an exaggeration to say that one 
lives every moment of the accident, from the 
time when the flames come roaring into the 
mine until the last survivor is taken out. 
The reason, I think, is the producer’s extra- 
ordinary knowledge of human nature, and 
his power of aie: how people really act 
under the stress o reat emotion, The 
hysterical laughter of the old man when he 
discovers his boy at last, and that terrible, 


gates are touches of real genius. 


COMRADESHIP. 

But Pabst never forgets what he sets out 
tu do, even in the excitement and suspense 
of the accident, and he never allows us to 
forget, either. He shows us the comradeship 
of man breaking down the barriers of race; 
but he shows us, also, that those barriers 
are not easily to be broken. The German 
rescue party, even when their designs are 
made known, are still at first greeted with 
suspicion, and the men whom they rescue 
draw back instinctively from the ‘‘ Boche.”’ 

This moral is implicit in the film through- 
out, but only on cne occasion does the pro- 
ducer press it home. One of the trapped 
French miners has been trying for hours to 
attract attention by knocking on the piping 
with his spanner. When one of the German 
pares finally appears in his gas mask his 
evered imagination converts the rescuer into 
a German soldier with rifle and helmet; the 
tapping of his own spanner changes into the 
rattle of machine-guns, and he struggles with 
him until he is overpowered. 

The picture is a plea for the breaking down 
of racial barriers, but it is significant that 
Pabst ends on a note of hopelessness, Dur- 
ing the accident a small party of the Ger- 
mans discovers a forgotten shaft which con- 
nects their mine with the French one, and 
they make their way through this, smashing 
down the gateway which marks the fron- 
tier. After the rescues we are shown the 
finishing touches heing put on the recon- 
structed grille, with coldly formal French 
and German officials attesting that every- 
thing is now in order again. The last thing 
on which our eyes rest, as the picture fades 
out. is that iron barrier between the two 


countries.

THEATRE. 


‘THE MATING OF SHAN 
McGHIE, 


Anne McGhie Ann Clery.

Judging by Mr. Stafford’s use of dialogue, 
one must suppose that he has not lived im 
this country for many years, or else that he 
has not mingled much with the “plain 
people.” ‘‘ Bedad and indeed,” “ begorrah”’ 
and ‘‘the saints protect us ” are only a few of 
the stage-Irishisms which fill his play, while 
frequent references are made to “' colleens,”’ 
* mavourneens’’ and the like. To write a 
peasant drama without knowing the right 
idiom of the people is to invite disaster. 

Mr. Stafford’ s plot is a good, even a strong, 
one. It is the case of a man who has 
wronged a woman and is anxious to find her 
and make amends. When he does find her, 
it is as a newly-wedded bride in his own 
family. But the plot is not worked out 
cihciently. It starts off with a wild coinci- 
dence, and there does not seem to be enough 
real motive for the actions which the various 
characters take. 

The beginning of the second act, where the 

bridegroom discovers his wife's past relations 
with Larry Bain, is the best part of the play. 
Here the characters seem to come to life for 
a while, and to speak and act in a natural 
manner, Again, when Anne prepares to 
sacrifice herself to save the reputation of the 
erring bride there is another flash of life. 
Rut, on the whole, the drama is far below 
the Abbey’s standard. 
Miss Dorothy Clement gave about the best 
performance of the evening, and Miss Ann 
Clery, though rather wooden at first, im- 
proved greatly as the play went on. Mr. W. 
(Gorman had a difficult task as Shan 
McGhie, and perhaps it was not his fault 
that he did not carry conviction. The rest 
of the cast were quite adequate.

HINTS AND TINTS FOR 
AUTUMN. 


(By TREFOIL.) 
OST good tailors have laid in a stock 
M _of weaves which may be classed as 
checks, but are better described as 
fancy weaves that sparkle. 

The colour schemes of these new fabrics 
ara simple: just a ground colour on the dull 
and sober side, with grey inwoven for the 
pattern and brightened up with a little silk 
to give a twisted effect. 

In check designs, properly so called, the 
new range of worsted Glenurquharts comes 
along this season in a set of charming but 
subdued colourings. In other worsteds there 
are all-over check patterns, or fabrics with 
closely spaced stripes. In the newer sports 
suitings the fawn, drab. or grey ground is 
relieved with suggestions of bright tints in 
the over-checking.

FOR WEDDINGS. 


Weddings with full ceremonial nowadays 
are so relatively rare that an invited guest 
is often in doubt as to what is correct. In 
these days of progressive informality the wise 
guest telephones to the best man te a hint, 
just as one asks the King’s equerry when 
‘* commanded,”’ or otherwise, to attend at 
Buckingham Palace. 

In general, at a wedding the guest should 
wear a black morning coat (a dark grey is 

rmissible), with single or double-breasted 
ha It is optional for the waistcoat to 
match the coat, but grey, fawn, cream, and 
sometimes white waistcoats are worn, 
especially when there is a formal reception. 
The trousers may be of the traditional stripe, 
or of some very quite dark check. It is 
essential to have plain ends, not turned up, 
because a wedding is always an indoor affair.

Pyjama suits in artificial] silk are tending 
to drive out other fabrics, with the excep- 
tion of pe lin.

BURDEN OF THE IRISH 
REVIVAL. | 


At a largely-attended meeting of the County 
Wexford Irish National Teachers’ Organisa- 
tion, held in Enniscorthy, resolutions were 
passed protesting against the '' star-chamber 
committee at present inquiring into teachers’ 
salaries and pensions ”’; calling for a revision 
of the school programme, which is so over- 
loaded that only a short time can be given to, 
the various subjects; and stating that the. 
present inspection system is a failure, as the 
inspectors have not the time to give the 
teacher the help needed with the revolutionary 
change in the programme. 

Mr. D. Kelleher, Dublin, representative on 
the C.E.C., said that during the past year 
the energies of the 1.N.T.O. were in the main 
devoted to combating the threatened action 
of the Government to cut the teachers’ 
salaries.  Criticising the present system of 
inspection, he said the system was established 
as a result of the committee which the late 
Minister for Education set up. The teachers 
had every reason to be disappointed with it. 
They had expected a marked growth of 
friendly co-operation between the inspectors 
and the teachers. This did not materialise, 
however, and the inspection system remains 
to-day what it had always been, a controlling 
agency. 

The question of the school programme was 
closely bound up with the system of nate. 
tion. The function of the primary school 
should be to give a general education, and 
anything like specialisation should be the work 
of post-primary schools. Owing to the pro- 
gramme being overloaded wri : could not give 
due attention to fundamentals. 


STRAIN OF IRISH TEACHING. 


The burden of the Irish revival had fallen 
almost entirely on the national teachers. The 
future of the language depended on the 
schools. The strain of the Irish teaching had 
begun to tell, and the amount of illness due 
to overwork was increasing at an alarming 
rate. The teachers should get practical 
recognition of their work in the form of a 
reasonable programme and non-interference 
with their “present privileges. In the work 
that teachers had to face little or no help was 
received from the Department of Education. 
A high standard was expected in Irish and 
other subjects, but nothing was forthcoming 
in the way of suggestions re methods of teach- 
ing Irish. on 

The setting up of the Commission inquiring 
into salaries and pensions was, he said, re- 
garded by the teachers as a feeble and futile 
attempt to avoid the political odium which 
must necessarily follow the enforcement of the 
* cuts."” He hoped the Government would 
refrain from economising in education, which 
was the first of the social services. 

Alderman R. Corish, T.D.. said that the 
Labour Party was standing four square with 
the teachers. He was at a loss to understand 
the mentality of the Government that 
suggested another cut in the teachers’ salaries. 
Immediately. economy was mentioned in this 
country the teachers were the first people 
thought of in Government circles. If the 
teachers di. not voice their feelings the 
Government would cut their salaries now, and 
there would be another cut in twelve months’ 
time. He pledged himself to his constituents 
in the recent elections to be against decreases 
of salary, and if the Labour Party took any 
other action, he would seriously consider 
what step he would take after that. The 
Labour Party had certain p- “ers at the 
moment, and he believed that one of the 
things t' ey sl.ould use their powers for was 
to secure the teachers’ salaries from being cut. 

In putting a vote of thanks to the speakers, 
the Chairman (Mr. Doyle, N.T., Cushins- 
town) criticised the C.E.C. of the. I.N.T.O, 
for neglecting to put into force the resolutions 


Mr. Kelleher, in reply, explained that the 
energies of the CE. were at present 
engaged on the salary question, and when 
that was settled they would deal with the 
other matters.

MANY ADDITIONS AND 
IMPROVEMENTS. 


The two hundred and twenty-second annua 
visitation of Marsh’s Library was held at th 
Library yesterday. The Governors a: 
Guardians present were :—The Archbishop : 
Dublin (in the chair), the Dean of Chris 
Church and the Dean of St. Patrick's. 
Apologies for non-attendance were received 
from the Primate and from the Provost ot 
‘Trinity College. 

The annual accounts were presented 
the Librarian and passed. 

It was reported that a catalogue of books 
in the Library (printed before A.D. 101) 
relating to, or printed in, Ireland has been 
compiled by the Librarian, and a bound copy 
of the typescript placed for reference in the 
reading room. A card index of the books 
and pamphlets relating to the Jesuits (many 
of the early seventeenth century) has been 
prepared by the Assistant Librarian. The 
manuscript Z 3-5-21, containing pieces of 
Elizabethan poetry, has been photographed 
for the use of an American scholar, who is 
engaged on a new edition of the poems of 
Henry Constable. The Constable sonnets in 
this MS. are alluded to in one of the pub- 
lished volumes of Professor Dowden’s cor- 
respondence. The large MS. Memoirs by A. 
Tessereau, relating to the French Reformed 
Church in the seventeenth century, are being 
studied by a competent French scholar as 
material for a publication or article. 

The new books purchased include FE. RK. 
McC. Dix’s ‘Printing in Dublin Prior to 
1601,’’ Harold Williams’s “ Dean Swift's 
Library,” B. H.. Streeter’s ‘‘The Chaine 
Library,’ Keating’s ' Three Shafts cf 
Death,” ed. O. Bergin, and Sir B. Fletcher's 
"“ Historv of Architecture’; and among older 
books, Boyle's ‘‘ Reason and Religion 
(1675), Confucius’s Morsls (1691), Memoirs of 
Lord Charlemont (1810), and Henry Brad- 
shaw's ‘‘Hibernensis Canoris’”’ (1893), and 
“ Half-century of Notes’’ (1886).

MEDICAL EVIDENCE.

The 
ambulance had arrived at this time, and he 
was removed to the county infirmary, 

Mr. Liston—Was the injury to McNamara 
cons stent with being struck with a motor 
car ’—Yes. 

Patrick Quilty, blacksmith, Lisnagry, 
stated that, while on Annacotty Bridge on 
the night in question with the witness, Ryan, 
he saw an Austin car pass in the direction 
of Dublin, and a few minutes later what 
looked like a Ford car passed in the same 
direction. 

Did you notice anything after the second 
car passed ?— Yes; the letters FI 18. 

Were there any other numbers besides 18° 
—I did not notice. 

The witness added that when he heard of 
the accident he went to the scene. The car 
shown him in Willam Street Barrack last 
Wednesday resembled that bearing the 
letters FI 18.

| away in the direction of Newport. 

William Ryan, farmer, Drominboy, stated 
that while standing on the Newport road at 
10.20 (old time) on the night of September 
14 a dark bine Ford car passed, carrying one 
headlight. That car was like the one shown 
him in William Street Barrack. 

To Mr. Finlay—-He would not know a 
Ford frem any other car.

A TELEPHONE MESSAGE. 

Guard W. Kelleher, John street, Limerick, 
deposed to receiving a telephone message of 
the accident at 11.35 on the night in ques 
tion from Mr. McMahon, garage proprietor, 
Castletroy.

charged with the larceny of five head

Daniel Hanly, Ballynattin, Cleriban, Clon- 
mel. 

Superintendent Reynolds, who prosecuted, 
described how Sergeant McNicholas became 
suspicious of the accused men, and having 
interrogated them at Cashel Fair, they ad- 
mitted driving the cattle off Mr. Hanly's 
farm, midway between (Clonmel! and Cashel. 
In statements the accused men said that they 
were out of work, and they decided ‘o steal 
cattle in order to obtain sufficient . ioney ww 
take them to England. Murricane stated 
that he was almost in a state of starvation, 
and people advised him not to be hungry as 
long as there was anything to be got in the 
country. It was hunger that drove him to 
steal the cattle. He joined the trawler sec- 
tion of the British Navy on November 15, 
1917,.and was discharged on March 4, 1919, 
with character ' very good.” He joined the 
Connaught Rangers on May 24, 1919, at Gal- 
way. He was one of a number of that regi- 
ment who mutinied in India, for which he 
was sentenced to three years’ penal servitude. 
Having served nine months, he was released 
with his other comrades. Returning to Ilre- 
land, he enlisted in the Free State Army in 
1922, and served as a corporal for eight 
years, being discharged on April 1, 1930. As 
a result of his part in the Connaught Rangers 
mutiny, he stated, he was refused a charac- 
ter from the British Army authorities. 

Justice McCarthy said that he would have 
to take a serious view of these offences. He 
sentenced the accused men to two months’ 
imprisonment, and ordered the cattle to be 
restored to the owner.

| Officials of the League. 
Yesterday M. Joseph Avenol was 
appointed Secretary-General of the League 
of Nations, in. succession to Sir Eric 
Drummond. There is no doubt that the new 
Secretary-General will fulfil his duties to 
the satisfaction of everybody: he has been 
Deputy Secretary-General for nine years, 
and must be thoroughly familiar with the 
routine. Nevertheless, it is an open secret 
that the question of a successor to Sir 
Eric Drummond has urged a _ larger 
question—that of League appointments 
generally—into a not wholly favourable 
limelight. In the first place, there are 
too many high offices. As well as the 
Secretary-General there have been hitherto 
a Deputy Secretary-General and no fewer 
than three Under-Secretaries. The Times 
observes that the Secretariat. could be 
administered adequately by the Secretary- 
General and his Deputy, and that the 
continuance of three highly-paid offices, 
with little work attached to them, is 
dictated not by the needs of an inter- 
national civil but by the 
exigencies of national amour propre.

Pig Products. 


The British Government’s promises to 
help the domestic farmer are beginning to 
take shape. A scheme has been formulated 
whereby the British bacon. industry will 
be reorganised and expanded at the 
expense of foreign exporters. It is the 
result of six months’ researches by the 
Pig Commission, which was constituted 
under the Agricultural Marketing Act. 
The scheme falls into two parts. In the 
first place, it provides a new system of 
marketing that will ensure to the British 
breeder a price for his pigs, based upon 
their quality and upon the cost of pro- 
duction. In the second place, it recom- 
mends a gradual restriction of imports of 
bacon, ham, pork and other pig products 
from foreign countries. The Dominions, 
at the same time, will be granted 
gradually expanding quotas. In process 
of time, if the scheme works properly, 
Britain’s entire demand for pig products 
will be satisfied by her own farmers and 
by the Dominions. It is hoped that a 
large share of her needs will be provided 
by the domestic farmers, whose market for 
the first few. years will be secured by the 
limitation of foreign imports. Canada and 
New Zealand cannot supply all the 
deficiency ; for, by the Ottawa agreements, 
they are permitted to export to England 
only up to a certain quota. Apparently, 
therefore, before the British farmer gets 
into his stride, Britain must take 
imports from foreign countries—but those 
countries will be working at a distinct dis- 
advantage. If the Free State had played 
her cards well, she would be sending her 
pig products to England on the same terms 
which Canada and New Zealand will enjoy

The Lord Mayor and the City Manager 
desire to open up every possible means of 
reducing unemployment, in order to 
mitigate the distress of the winter months.

LIVELY SCENES AT COUNCIL 
MEETING, 


From Ovr CoRRESPONDENT. 


KILKENNY, Monday. 

Civic Guards were on duty to-day at the 
entrance to Kilkenny Courthouse, where 
some hundreds of unemployed men 
assembled, and claimed the right to be 
admitted to a meeting of the County 
Council. Before assembling at the Court- 
house the men marched through the city, 
carrying placards, inscribed ' Work or 
Maintenance ”’ ; ‘* Bankers Flourish, 
Workers Starve ’’ ; “ We Want Work, Not 
Charity ”; ‘‘ Workers Starve in the Midst 
of Plenty.’’ 
In response to a request from the men it 
was proposed that the Council should hear 
a deputation, and that a limited number 
of men should be admitted to the public 
gallery. 
Mr. Patrick Walsh, chairman of the Un- 
employed Able-Bodied Men’s Association, 
inquired who was responsible for keeping 
the men from coming into the Courthouse. 
Mr. Brophy, a member of the Council, 
said—You have no right to address the 
Council 
Mr. Walsh—I asked permission from 
the Chairman to speak. You are not 
Chairman, and never will be. 
Mr. Brophy—Who is this gentleman ? 
Mr. Walsh—What does it matter to 
you who I am? 
Mr. Farrell, secretary of the men’s 
organisation, stated that a deputation 
would not come in unless all the men 
were admitted. 
Mr. Walsh—Has the Council anything 
to hide from the workers? Some of them 
have, such as Mr. Brophy. 
Mr. Brophy—You lie, sir. I ask that 
this man be called on to apologise for 
insulting me. 
Mr. Walsh—It would be impossible to 
insult you. 
Mr. Brophy—It is in Hyde Park you 
ought to be, where you were before. 
It was then decided that, in addition 
to the deputation, a limited number of the 
men should be admitted. The public 
gallery was rapidly filled up, and, while 
there was some noise during the proceed- 
ings, the men were comparatively quiet. 

The deputation stated the men’s case. 
One PR a alleged that the conditions 
governing relief grants were not being 
complied with, that employment did not 
rotate, but .was confined to a certain 
section of men all the time. Another 
member of the deputation declared that 
there was unfair discrimination, and that 
men would nof get employment unless 
they lived in a certain area, belonged to 
a certain religious organisation in the 
city, and went to a certain church on 
Sundays. 
A Voice—It is work we want; body first, 


that he had fought under three flags, and 
to-day he had to beg for his living. He 
added that they were not interested in 
politics, ahd that the workers were simply 
the tools of politicians in the past, If we 
don’t get a living one way, he declared, 
we will get it another way. 

The spokesman of the deputation alleged 
that there was swindling in the method of 
employing men.

Duties 
Lifted. . 

C YCLE PARTS 


TO COME IN 
FREE OF DUTY. 


HE Free State Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce yesterday intimated 

to the leading importers of bicycles in the 
Free State that arrangements had been 
made for the importation, free of the 
duties imposed by the Emergency Imposi- 
tion of Duties (No. 1) Order, 1932, of all 
arts of bicycles and tricycles which at 
importation do not constitute a complete 
assembly. ; 
The 20 per cent. duty imposed by this 
Order brought the assembly of cycles in 
the Free State to a complete stand-still, 
and the many assembly dépéts which had 
been established in the country were com- 
lied to dismiss the staffs which they 
had recruited. Under the Budget of this 
year a duty of 374 per cent. was imposed 
on bicycles, but parts that were not sub- 
stantially assembled were admitted free 
of duty. 
The new duty was admittedly not 
imposed for revenue purposes, but with 
the object of compelling the manufacturers 
of bicycles to assemble them in the Free 
State. 


TRADE PLEASED. 


The leading English manufacturers 
accepted the ition, and, with men 
from the manufacturing centres to fill the 
key positions and with local labour, the 
work of erecting bicycles in the Free State 
was begun. By the middle of July most 
of the English manufacturers had their 
assembly plants in working order, and 
were able to offer machines to the retailers 
at prices that were little in advance of 
those ruling in the Free State before the 
Budget. : 

The 20 per cent. emergency duty on 
steel and iron resulted in wholesale dis- 
missals from the assembly dépéts, and the 
manufacturers represented to the Govern- 
ment that they could not continue to 
assemble machines in Ireland as long as 
the duty remained in operation. 

The news of the withdrawal of the 
duty has given great satisfaction to the 
trade, and arrangements for resuming 
work already have been made in many 
dépéts. While the bicycle has ceased to 
be an instrument for fair weather use, 
sales are more or Jess seasonal, and such 
work as may be done during the next few 
months will be in preparation for next 
season’s sales. 
It should be pointed out that completely 
assembled bicycles will continue to be 
liable to the 20 per cent. emergency duty 
and also to the import duty of 374 per 
cent. 


CHILDREN’S FOOTWEAR. 


The Customs duty exemption in favour 
of imported shaped soles, heels and uppers 
for footwear of children of any size from 
7 to 1 (inclusive) terminates on the 23rd 
inst. However, the exemption in favour 
of infants’ boots and shoes of any size 
from 0 to 6 (inclusive) and shaped soles, 
heels and uppers intended for wear by 
children, and of any size from 0 to 6 
(inclusive), will continue.

INTERVIEW AT DUN 
LAOGHAIRE, 


Mr. de Valera, President of the Free 
State Executive Council, and the Ministers 
who accompanied him to the abortive con- 
ference in London, returned to Dublin 
yesterday morning. 3 

Mr. de Valera, when interviewed by 4n 
Irish Times reporter on board the steamer 
at Dun Laoghaire, said: ‘‘ Thereis nothing 
that can usefully be said at the moment. 
I will make a statement probably jn the 
Dail on Wednesday.’’ 

In reply to a question whether in his 
statement he would trace the course of 
the negotiations at any length, Mr. de 
Valera would not commit himself. Docu- 
ments, he added, would be published later 
on; but he would not say whether these 
documents would be copies of the letters 
which are presumed to have passed 
between the two Governments before the 
negotiations were opened. 

With regard to English newspaper 
reports that he was hurrying back to the 
Free» State to declare a Republic, Mr. 
de Valera said that the election mandate 
which the Government Party got set out 
the extent to which the party would go, 
acting strictly within that mandate, and 
newspaper articles which ascribed to him 
any other intention might be discredited 
immediately and forthwith. 


THE RECEPTION. 
At Dun Laoghaire the President, ac- 
companied by Mr. Sean MacEntee, 
Minister for Fimance;: Mr. James 
Geoghegan, Minister for Justice; Mr.

“CERTAIN NEW 
FACTS.” 


In a leading article The Times 
observes:—-When the House of Commons 
reassembles this afternoon it will be faced 
with certain new facts in politics and in 
policy which are the results of an eventful 
recess; but, as the Prime Minister de- 
clared yesterday, there is one fact which 
has not changed at all, and that is the fact 
of a national emergency serious enough to 


warrant the continuance of an “ all-party 
national effort.”’ All but a handful of 
members of Parliament will certainly 


resume their work in a spirit as firmly as 
ever resolved that the time has not yet 
come for a return to, party politics. That 
spirit may be sorely tried by the debates 
on the Ottawa agreements which will con- 
clude the present session. Ex-Ministers 
and their supporters might have been 
better advised to confine their criticism 
until Parliament met to their letter of 
resignation from the Government, and to 
such explanation of their action in their 
constituencies as the electors who voted 
for them as National candidates un- 
doubtedly deserve. 

Again, proceeds The Zimes, the recess 
has gone far to confirm the impression of 
Mr. de Valera’s hopeless intransigence, 
and has seen some progress in the shaping 
of cons..tutional reform in India. On 
both of these points the House of Commons 
can expect further information. Lastly, 
to judge from a remark of Mr. 
Macdonald’s, it appear to be the inten- 
tion of the Government to challenge 
criticism and thus to obtain parlia- 
mentary approval of their policy in the 
matter of disarmament. A formidable 
programme, therefore, confronts the 
ouse of Commons, but yesterday's gather- 
ing in honour of the Prime Minister 
showed that both he and all his colleagues 
will confront it in good heart, and with a 
determination unimpaired by a few de.

STORMY RIOTS 
DEBATE.

“MORE CAN BE DONE 
FOR UNEMPLOYED,” 


MINISTER’S CALL TO 
LOOTERS. 


From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT.« 
BELFAST, Monday. 


TORMY scenes, hard words and a 
scuffle marked the special meeting of 
the Belfast City Council to-day, requisi- 
tioned to deal with the unemployment 
question. 

As the members were leaving the 
Chamber two Nationalists and a Unionist 
became involved in a heated altercation. 
Recriminatory words at last led to a loss 
of temper, and one of the disputants 
rushed towards an opponent. 

Friends of the parties managed to inter- 
vene, however, preventing blows being ex- 
changed and separating the men. 

The meeting was summoned last week at 
the height of the riots, on the requisition 
of Alderman Nixon and seventeen other 
members, to consider a motion calling on 
the Northern Government to take steps to 
relieve distress and starvation among tha 
unemployed of the city, 


WITHDRAWAL OFFER. 


When the meeting began, Alderman 
Nixon, in view of the settlement reached 
(on Saturday with the relief workers, 
offered to withdraw the motion, but some 
of those who signed the requisition 
demurred. 

Councillor McMahon said that there 
were many things the Government could 
do in addition to the settlement. 

Alderman Nixon then moved the resolu- 
tion. It was open to the Government, he 
said, to abolish the Guardians if it thought 
fit, as it had abolished the Donaghadee 
Urban Council. With the country full of 
food, there should be no starvation. 

Alderman Pierce seconded, remarking 
that neither religion nor politics had 
entered into the question. It was a purely 
bread-and-butter question. ' 

Councillor McMahon said that much 
remained to be done. The men should have 
a full week's work and their cards 
stamped, and he hoped that this would: be 
done. In his opinion, they might embark 
| on schemes which would be for the public 
good, and which would not only alleviate 
unemployment, but be a source of lasting 
benefit. In this connection he advocated 
a slum clearance scheme, which was. so 
necessary in Belfast. The advantage of 
such an undertaking could not be measured 
in £ s. d. A subsidy should be given to 
help on building, which was most essential 
in the interest of the working classes, and, 
if they gave effect to the scheme already 
outlined for maternity and child welfare, 
it would be an immense advantage. 


WHOSE RESPONSIBILITY? 


Alderman Duff moved as an amendment 
that, as the conditions existing at the 
date on which the requisition was pre- 
sented to the Lord Mayor have in the 
interim been materially changed to the 
great advantage of the persons then un- 
employed, such change being due to the 
co-operation and decisions of the Govern- 
ment and the local authorities concerned, 
the action called for by the motion now 
proposed: is, in the opinion of this Council, 
not at present necessary or desirable. - 

He pointed out that Alderman Nixon 
was a member of Parliament, and would 
know perfectly well that the Government 
had virtually no powers In connection with 
that matter at all, and, further, that the 
Government had gone out of its way by 
both straining the law and straining 
finance to come to the assistance of the 
Corporation, with whom the responsibility 
solely rested.

OFFEK TO MEDIATE FOR 
, RESTITUTION. 


Outspoken condemnation of the looting 
during the rioting was uttered by the Rev. 
John M‘Caffrey in the Shankill Road 
Methodist Church last night. 

He said :—‘‘ Now that the heat of passion 
and of excitement has abated, it is time for 
us to reflect, and that belated reflection 
gives us all a grave uneasiness and deep sense 
of shame. 

‘* We cannot but believe that the same end 
could have been gained in a more creditable 
way, and by a way less expensive to human 
life and property. 

“T want to say here, and I wish it to be 
known around this district, for there are 
people not far from our own church doors 
who have some stolen. goods, that those 
stolen goods and articles will be a curse 
instead of a biessing. ‘There can be no real 
peace of mind and sense of God's forgive- 
ness until there is restitution—either those 
things be given back or paid for. 

“How can you imagine a man or woman 
could face death and pass into the presence 


of the judgment bar of God with that cloud 


upon his conscience? Time will not wipe out 
the sense of guiltiness, and the longer those 
goods are retained the harder it will be to 
come clean and confess. I say to ail who 
have been tempted, give back what you have 
taken at the earliest moment, and should any 
guilty ones hear what I am saying here to- 
night, I will be quite willing to act as an 
intermediary in order to help them to get 
that sin off their conscience.”’ 


CAR STEALING.

SPECIAL WATCH BY 
DUBLIN GUARDS. 


By a Speciat CORRESPONDENT. 


Squads of police have been detailed for 
special duty in Dublin during the last 
few days to keep a look-out for stolen 
motor cars, and plain clothes detectives 
from the Castle are assisting in the 
watch. 

Car park attendants in the city have 
also received instructions to exercise 
special vigilance over the cars which are 
left in their care, and to report suspicious 
incidents immediately to the Civic 
Guards. | 

This tightening-up of supervision is the 
direct result of the death of a man and 
injuries to a woman who were struck by 
a motor car which had been stolen a week 
ago, and in regard to which the authorities 
are still pursuing inquiries with a view 
to the arrest of the thieves. 

Superintendent Hurley, the head of the 
traffic section of the Dublin Metropolitan 
Guards, informed me yesterday that there 
has been no increase in car-stealing in the 
city lately, and that it is never so pre- 
valent here as in London and other 
English cities. 

“Of course,” he said, “we do get 
complaints periodically that thefts have 
occurred. As a rule, there is no actual 
criminal intent. Somebody wants to get 
home, and he takes a car which happens 
to be standing in the street, drives it part 
_of the way, and then abandons it. We 
hardly ever have any difficulty in finding 
the car, though sometimes it is damaged, 
usually as the result of bad driving.’’ 

At the moment the Guards are makin 
investigations with regard to cases of 
motor car larceny. One of these relates 
to the recent fatal accident at Howth road, 
in regard to which, I understand, there 
is no definite clue as yet. 

A number of people have come forward 
and given descriptions of men who were 
said to have been in possession of a car 
which was believed to be the one concerned 
in the accident, but the descriptions did 
not tally, and consequently have been of 
little assistance.

In the coutse of his lecture Mr. Crowley 
said that in 1970 a Home Rule Act was 

d, giving to the Six Counties in. the 
orth an exchequer in Belfast into which 
were to be paid the land annuities. Those 
annuities were to be part of the revenue of 
the Northern Government, and the British 
Government had not got a penny of them, and 
never claimed them. The Act also made pro- 
vision for an exchequer in Southern Ireland, 
and enacted that the Government of Southern 
Ireland should have all their land annuities as 
part of their revenue, just as the Northern 
Government should have their Jand annuities 
as part of their revenue. 

He held that the exchequer of Southern 
Ireland had a right to the annuities, similar 
to the right of the Northern Government to 
theirs, because it was the same section of the 
Act that provided for both, and in exactly the 
same words. The annuities were to be used 
for the IE service, and for no other pur- 

, The *‘ appointed day” was fixed, and 
it wag quite clear that since August 2, 1921, 
the exchequer of Southern Ire had a 
legal right to the annuities, and to compel 
whoever collected them to account for them. 
When August 2, 1921,' came were 
negotiations going on between Dáil Eireann— 
the Republican Dail—and the British Govern- 
ment; negotiations that endéd in the docu- 
ment called the Treaty. Those negotiations 
did not prevent the Home Rule Act from 
getting into operation, and did not alter the 
position, because twelve men sitting down and 
putting their names to a document did not 
make a law for anybody. The Treaty was not 
enacted until March 31, 1922. In the mean. 
while a Provisional Government wag declared, 
and ten days after it was appointed a secret 
agreement was made to collect these annuities 
and send them every year to the British 
Exchequer. The British Government concealed 
that agreement for a year and a half after it 
was made. 

The question of the land annuities, said 
Mr. Crowley, depended on the Act of 1920. 
and whether it was in operation in 1922, It 
was under that Act that they could claim the 
annuities, bat the then Government nevér 
could say that the Act of 1920 war in opera- 
tion in 1922, because they would then have to 
say that they were murderers.

LEAGUE ASSEMBLY 
» TBRMINATES, 


THE COST OF ECONOMY, 


From Revrer’s CcRRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Monday. 


At a secret meeting this morning the 
League Council resolved to appoint M. 
Joseph Avyenol (France), at. present 
Deputy Secretary-General to the post of 
Secretary-General of the League, in suc- 
cession to Sir Eric Drummond, 

The nomination is to be submitted for 
approval to an extraordinary session of 
the Assembly in November, and the ap- 
pointment will become effective from the 
date when Sir Eric Drummond 
relinquishes : office. 

The efforts of the delegates to the 
Assembly to cut down the League Budget 
have resulted in a greater actual expen- 
diture than if no such efforts had been 
made. 

The delegates were successful in achiev- 
ing economies totalling 300,000 Swiss 
franes, but, on the other hand, the cost 
of their maintenance at, Geneva for the 
five extra days necessary is in excess of 
this amount. 

Although the session of the League 
Assembly had assumed the dull aspect of 
the statutory meetings of commercial 
companies, it has been. occupied with 
questions of unequalled importance and 
interest compared with the past, declared 
the President, M. Politis (Greece), in his 
speech closing the session this morning. 

Dealing with criticisms against the 
League, the Presdent declared that these 
were the outcome either of ignorance or of 
political passion. The League's only 
merit, he said, is that it creates a diplo- 
matic atmosphere for negotiations, It has 
not lost a single atom of strength. 

In conclusion, M. Politis quoted the 
recent statement made by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury—-namely, that the League 
of Nations, in spite of everything, is the 
only bulwark of international peace and 
solidarity.

“M problems could be settled satisfac- 
tority tr we manufacturers got together in 
formulating a scheme which we were prepared 
to sup A combined effort would be effec- 
tive ir resisting further legislative restrictions, 
and it is high time we made a united stand 
in this direction. i 

“H things are going on as at present it 
would not be too great a stretch oí the imagina- 
tion to suggest that in the near future the 

otorist ‘might have to apply to the Traffic 
Ccnntasicates for a pass to allow him to take 
his wife and children by road to the seaside, 
or to any other destination served by a rail- 
way system.” 

At last there were signs of returning con- 
fidence in most directions. The upward ten- 
dency was not confined to Britain, but was ex- 
tending in other parts of the world, especially 
within the Empire. 

‘‘Our export business has shown a decided 
increase,’ he said. ‘‘]f we are to continue to 
expand we must be able to go forward on a 
settled policy, and for this reason Í say it is 
impePative that the present McKenna duties 
be maintained. 

‘It can never be said that we have taken

There was no question, however, of his 
superiority, and the way -the Irishman tore 
into his man in the second round showed the 
natural fighter, Pettifer was forced to cover 
up, but he was not clever enough or quick 
enough to get out of the whirlwind attack 
of Doyle, who added greatly to his reputation 
by the way he completely hen aos an un- 
doubtedly goed young heavy-weight. 


THE FIGHT DESCRIBED. 


Doyle led with a left. Pettifer backed 
away and then lashed out with rights and 
lefts to the head, and when he hit the Irish- 
man with a right to the body, Doyle tried 
to hang on. vie came back with that 
famous right poised. He clouted Pettifer 
with it, but the Londoner got away when the 
Irishman bored in two-handed for the body.

Officials fought fiercely to restrain the en- 
thusiasm of hundreds of spectators, who 
clambered over the shoulders of the ringside 
seat-holders in an attempt to invade the ring 
and chair the winner. There was not a single 
person of all that sporting crowd who was 
not showing some signs of excitement. All 
the way to his dressingroom, although he was 
surrounded by his seconds, Doyle was sub- 
jected to congratulations. Hearty smacks on 
the back, on the head, and ‘even his ears 
were pulled by onlookers, who did not know 
how to restrain their enthusiasm.

The Stock market to-day was dull and 
uninteresting.

The imminence of the earnings reports for 
the third quarter, many of which will 
certainly be disappointing, tends to create 
the exercise of caution in the Stock market. 
The report of United States Steel, which is 
due shortly, is at present the subject of con- 
siderable discussion on Wall street, the 
recent low rate of operations clearly fore- 
shadowing a large deficit. The market closed 
heavy. . 

The prevalent cheapness of money remain 
one of the bullish talking points. Barking 
quarters stress the fact that cheap credit 
conditions are likely to be effective in bolster- 
ing prices and stimulating business oniy 
when other conditions are favourable, and 
that its effect will, probably, be gradual. 

According to the publication, Stee/, the 
up-turn in steel activity now appears to be 
flattening out.
